When Hitler's subnmrlnc weapon failed, 
we believe now that It has, the axis was 
cloomcd. It \w had not licked the submarine 
then clvlUi^iitlon, as we know It and want It 
to be, woiili! have been obliterated. Because 
tills vM'^nl war Is, above all things else, a war 
of movement. 

The allle.s almost lost World War I when 
German .subs threatened to Rain control ot 
llic .seas. In that war the av^Tage round trip 
lor a transport or materiel supply ship was 
only" G.QOO 'miles, across the Atlantic and 
back. And we had vastly greater resources 
upon which to rely on the continent, which 
required iio shipping. 

Now, with millions 6t men to be sent nil 
over the world, and with this country the 
major source ot allied supply, the average 
round trip Is much longer— upjo 15,000 miles. 
Obviously this takes each ship at least twice 
as long, and doubles the number of crntt re- 
quired to transport the same number ot men 
and tons or material. 

In World War I only am.OOO American 
■ lighters were transported overseas during the 
Ilrst year; in this war, 000,000 have been 
shipped and many were sent two or three 
times as far. 

In World War I we were proud of getting 
1,725,000 tons of supplies acrass the Atlantic 
In a year. Thl.s time we moved 10,500,000 tons 
In a like period, much of It to the lar reaches 
or the Pacific or. It to Europe, by the long 
routes. 

In World War I almost all of our soldiers 
went lo France, direct or by way of England, 
and therealter were not moved by water until 
brought home after the armistice'. In this 
war, for the Sicilian Invasion alone— a rela- 
tively small-scale forecast of what Is not far 
ahead— 3,20G ships wore needed to deliver 
men and armament and munltlon.s and sup 
piles. 

Meanwhile, wfi have had to bring In, from 
overseas, millions of tons of raw materials to 
feed the almost unbelievably vast maw of our 
arsenal of democracy. 

The shipping needs wHI grow from 
until Europe Is freed. They will not dlmlnl.sh 
materially until Japan Is whipped. We mlRlit 
Just as well recognize that, and adapt our 
civilian lives to It.

Mr. Frankensteen feels aggrieved, we think 
justifiably. It Is one of the things for which

■'Ctze any actiop of any public official. 
■ In such trltlclsm one obviously Is bound 
by the requirements of decency and of good 
taste and Is liable for slander or Ilbe!. In war 
time there Is the further Indispensable pro- 
vl.w that Information which would be harm- 
ful to 'the national security must not be di- 
vulged, r 

But there Is no claim that Mr. Frankon-' 
stocn's proposed talk offended In any of these 
ways. By the station's own explanation. It 
Was censored on the ground that It was con- 
troversial— and that, we suggest. Is Just about 
as silly a groiincl~as could be olf ered for cen- 
soring or banning a radio speech. 

So we sympathize with Mr. Frankensteen; 
we believe he has been made the victim of 
an un-American repression. The Columbus 
radio station'.^ action was as indefensible as 
is the picketing of the New York World-Tele- 
gram by the CIO National Maritime union. In 
an attempt to force that newspaper to dis- 
continue publishing Wcstbrook Peglor's criti- 
cism of thatX;ommun!st-domlnated union; 

It would not be faU- to Infer, from any In- 
formation In our possession, that Mr. Frank- 
ensteen so much aa approves, specifically, the 
NMU's attitude.
